* It'isn't polite to boo. But sometimes it serves a purpase. 

« When the San Francisco board of supervisors met re- 
ceitly to consider the budet for the next fiscal year—a bud- 
get calling for a greatly increased outlay and a stiff tax 
hike—hundreds of taxpayers were on hand—and in good 
voice. In vociferous tones they let the city fathers know that 
they wanted no more tax increases. Yes, they booed some 
of ‘the proposed expense increases. 

* It was a rugged meeting, but the supervisors were ob- 
viously impressed and promised all possible economies. 

* The San Francisco incident was probably unusual for 
the ngise involved, but as to the proposed tax increase it was 
all: t0© common. In almost every community local taxes 
have~been climbing rapidly. In many instances property 
owners are now paying double the taxes they were a few 
yegrs ago. These owners are reaching the point where 
they are neither willing nor able to stand further large in- 
creases. 

* Because of this, local governments will be forced to ef- 
fect greater economies and either eliminate or hold in abey- 
ange some of the plans for desirable, but not essential, civic 
improvements. Of course, the citizens themselves must be 
willing to forego scme of these improvements if:they want to 
hokl the tax rate down. Civic ambitions must be weighed 
in the light of the cold financial facts. 

* To do otherwise will either bring local tax rates in many 
communities to the breaking point or will involve bonded in- 
debtedness that may become a great burden. Neither is 
desirable. EXCHANGES.

Wester Allies 
To Reduce 
German Mark 


BERLIN (#) — The Western 
| Altfes announced tonight a dras- 
| tic currency reform to reduce the 
|money in circulation in their 
| zones of occupation and pave the 
way for German participation in 
the ERP. 

They set up a new mark, called 
the Deutsche Mark, and provided 
for the first steps in taking old 
marks out of trade channels. 

All old money and _ holdings 
must be: registered next week. 
There will be a full week’s mor- 
atorium on all debts in Western 
Germany. 

Germans in the western zones 
| may trade 40 old marks for 40 
new marks Sunday. This. will 
leave the 45,000,000 residents en- 
titled to hold only the equivalent 
of $12 each. . 

The announcement said the rate 
at which the mark can be con- 
verted into or from other moneys 
will be announced later. The al- 
lies also left until later an an- 
nouncement of how much in sav- 
ings Germans will. be allowed to 
keep. 

Authoritative sources have in- 
dicated that further laws will re- 
duce savings and business _ bal- 
ances by 90 per cent or more. 
This supposition was  supporteg 
by a provision in tonight’s pro* 
clamation. The provision said 
that small change from the old 
marks will be kept in circulation 
temporarily, but at a rate of one 
new mark for 10 old marks. This 
small change ranges from one 
pfenning (one hundreth of a 
mark) to a mark.

Maybe the Democrats thought 
they could be brief and win be- 
cause President Roosevelt was 
still alive in 1944 and pretty 
sure of reelection. 

Some of the 1944 promises 
were Kept. For example: 

Both parties promised to put 
this country into a world or- 
ganization to keep peace. They 
worked together and put us into 
the United Nations. 

* Both parties promised an in- 

come tax cut, and taxes were 

cut. True, it was the Republican- 
controlled Congress which 
rammed through a big cut over’ 

President Truman’s veto. 

The President argued that he 
wanted to cut taxes but in a 
different way. 

Both parties said they wanted 
to see an independent Jewish 
state in Palestine. (President 
Truman recognized the new Jew- 
ish state, without any say-so 
from Congress.) 

But there were plenty of 
things both parties promised but 

didn’t do. For example: 

| Civil rights. The Republican 
platform very specifically prom- 
ised action on wiping out the 
poll tax, passing an anti-lynch- 
ing law, and setting up a fair 
employment practice commis- 
sion. . : 

The 1944 Democratic platform, 
far more vaguely, suggested do- 
ing something about civil rights, 
meaning more civil rights for 
Negroes. 

(The southern Democrats were 
pretty touchy on this issue in 
1944 so the platform vagueness 

| was an effort to appease them.) 

But, vague or definite, no civil 
rights law has been passed since 
1944. 

The Democrats very carefully 
said they “recommended” action 

| to get equal rights for women. 
This hasn’t been done.

Palestine Peace 
Not Hopeful 


TEL AVIV, Israel #—Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion takes a 
dim view of long range peace pros- 
pects for Palestine and even doubts 
hostilities can be staved off until 
the four-week truce ends. 

He expressed this view before 
the Israeli provisional state coun- 
cil last night after talks with 
Count Folke Bernadotte, United 
Nations mediator, who arrived 
from Cairo yesterday. 

The prime minister said the Jews 
are ready to participate in peace 
talks at Rhodes “as full-right 
partners, but we are not sure if 
the Arab leaders and their foreign 
advisers are also interested in 
peace.” 

“We hear,” he said, “the British 
will accomplish evacuation during 
the month of June and at that time 
we can expect renewed Arab at- 
tacks on Israel from the land, sea 
and air. The Jews must be pre- 
pared for continued war because 
not only the State of Lsrael, but 
the existence of the wHole Jewish 
people ig in the balance.”

Gets Underway 


LOS ANGELES #—The freason 
trial! of Tomoya (The Meatball) 
Kawakita, charged with a series 
of atrocities against American 
captives while a guard in a Jap- 
anese prison camp, opens in fed- 
eral court today. 

U.S. Attorney James Carter, 
who will prosecute, said he has on 
hand a score or more AMerican 
marines, sailors and soldiers, who 
will testify to abuse they claim 
they suffered at Kawakita’s hands 
while imprisoned in a POW camp 
on Honshu. 

The American-born Kawakita, a 
native of Calexico, Calif., a farm- 
ing community about 150 miles 
southeast of here, has acknowl- 
edged that he returned to Japan 
in 1939, and enrolled at the Uni- 
versity of Tokyo. 

He regained admission to the 
United States in 1946 on the repre- 
sentation that he had not partici- 
pated in Japan’s war effort, Carter 
says. Returning here, he studied 
for a time in the foreign trade 
school at the University of South- 
ern California. 

Kawakita’s arrest—in October, 
1946-——was engineered by an Amer- 
ican ex-artilleryman, William L. 
Bruce, now 26, a former prisoner 
in the Oeyama prison camp where 
American prisoners gave Kawakita 
the nickname of “Meatball.” Bruce 
was shopping in a downtown de- 
partment store, and saw Kawa- 
kita, the man he says caused him 
and his buddies humiliation and 
suffering while Shey were captives,
